T 'the laſt Seflions there were in all 
Nine perſons received ſentence -of

which alſo ſaid, there was Fourteen to be Tranſ- 
ported: and ſeveral other notorious Uatruths al- 
moſt in every Line.) Of theſe unhappy Criminals 
one was reſpited ſor the preſent from Execution, 
being found by a Jury of Matrons to be quick with 
Childe -; A other women and one man, the 
nature -of whoſe Offences and Converſation had 
rendred them fitter Objeds of Royal Mercy , ob- 
tain'd the _ of his Majeſties gratious Reprieve 
after Jud

Thomas Coxe and Charles Smith, each of them 
found guilty of Trealon--on- ſeveral Inditments, 
both for Coyning and Counterfeiting, and alſo for 
Cpprog of Money. 
ary Augur, for Murthering her Baſtard Child 
and 4n#e Atkins, for a Burglary, whoſe Huſband, 
for the like Offeace, was Executed but the very 
laſt Seſſtons, and ſhe then turn'd out of Newgate on 


. the account of her Poverty, having feveral Chil- 


dren ; but was no ſooner at liberty, but ſhe fell to 
her old wickedneſs ; and 'tis believ'd ſeduc'd a 
perſon, now Condemn'd with her, but Reprieved, 
to this Burglary, for which ſhe ſuffered. Sodit- 
ficalt it is for people, when they are once 
make a Trade of 'fin, to forſake-it , tho

itt the world to reclaim them. - 
Coxe, 'in the hearing of the Ordinary, prayed 


very pathetically for himſelf; and being aſkt con-. 
cerning What hopes he had of a future: happy E- 


ſtate, he declared, That the fear of Death'was 
much abated, and as he truſted on a found and 
firm foundation, becauſe his ſorrow for'ſin was 
more for offending God , and grieving his Holy 
Spirit, than for the dread either bf that momentary 
Puniſhment he' was juftly ro ſuffer! here, or even 
for the fear of Hell and wrath to come; Adding, 
that if he were to live, he reſfolv'd'and hoped'in 
God's-ſtrength that he ſhould never run mto fuch 
Extravagances as he had formerly beerr guilty of.

For he did not "A. "59 acknowledge the 
Crime for which he was 'Gondemned,” bur ſaid, 
there was ſcarce any Immorality or Sin (except 
Murther ) which in the debauch'd Courfe of his 
Life he had. not ſtam'd and polluted his Soul 
with. 

The Ordinary urg'd, that his Coyning counter- 
feit Money , was not onely a great Crime apainſt 
the Kingy Majeſty, but an abuſe to the whole Na- 
tion, eſpecially the poor, whoſe wants could not 

 beſupplyed if they offered ſach bad Money in buy- 
tag ; ſo that the il] influence and conſequences of 
his (in 1n this kind, would ſurvive when he was dead, 
| and the fraud he had knowingly putupon others , 
muſt needs in the lofs or deceit, circulate to the 
prejudice of many innocent people. He replyed, 
that for that very conſideration , his penitent grief 
was ſo much the preater; and being told, that he 
could not repent ſincerely, if he made nffreſtitu- 
tion to his' power, to fach whom he had defrauded, 
He proftfled he woulddo all he could poſſibly on 
that account , by making diſtribution as far as able 
to the poor , becaufe he knew not whom he had 
wronged-in particular,uor how to fend to any ſuch. 
He expreſſed much grief, that he had. omicted to 
obſerve the Lords day, and that he: went" not to the - 
publick Worſhip ; as alſo, that he negleced to pray 
| Morning and Evening, for which remiſfneſs, he con- 
#1 ceived the Lord juſtly left nm'to the temptations 
| of bad Gorpany, and m particular to be acquaint- 
ed

ed with a perſon , who drew him to the crime of 


Coyning , which he cloſed with, on a lewd priaci- 
ple, not being content with an honeſt Trade, viz. 
a Gun-ſmith , which he well ſubſilted.by,. being; a 
 fingle Man, but made haſt to ſaatch at ualawtul 
88 , that he might be at higher expences to go 

e his.Luſts, -which he the rather acknowledged, 
that it might be a warning to all others. 

Sm#th, the other Goyner of falſe 'Money;, was 
well educated, and it grieved him that he had.not 
anſwered thoſe good Inſtructions which his Parents 
-gave him. He was put forth in Apprentiſhip toa 
Chaadler, after he came to his own difpaſal, he 
loſt the government of himſelf, for he profan'd the 
Lords day , "which he faid was occaſioned by neg- 
leting torepair to Gods publick Service, becauſe 
-he thought out of the:-pride of his heart, that hts 
cloaths were not fine enough, ſo nataral it-is for 
one (in to beget another. 

He bewail'd himſelf as a great ſinner, and 1n pary 
ticular very much lamented the Crime for which 
he was Condemned , which he ſaid he-ingaged 1a, 
ont of a covetous diſpofition, but made not ſo 
much 'gaia by it as ſome others; and that he had 
a reſolution to:defiſt from that wicked practiſe, not 
becaule it anſwered not his expeQation of profit, 
but rather for the regret and trouble which he had 
m his Conſcience concerning proceeding in it. He 
ſaid that bad acquaintance firſt inticed him into it, 
and that he was juſtly by God left to the temptati- 


on,

by Prayer. He'wiſhthe had took the meaneſt law- 
ful imployments, rather than ſo hainouſly tranſpre- 
ſed. againſt the Kings Majeſty, and the Law of the 
Nation. 'But the Lord he. ſaid was righteous, in 
diſcovering his Crime, becauſe he had lived ſe- 
curely in committing other fins ; for had he not 
been apprehended as he was, there was provided 
for him an honeſt and creditable imploymenr. But 
(faid he) the Lord is juſt in cutting me off in the 
prime- of my years, that I might not proceed in-a 
courſe of Iniquity 3 and if his Divine Majeſty 
ſhall be gratiouſly pleaſed to ſanGifie this ſtroke of 
death on my body, to-bring me thereby to Re- 


pentance , I ſhall not dread to drink of that bit-- 
ter cup , as believing the Lord will orderit to my-. 
eternal happineſs. ----He praid for himſelf very well - 


in the Ordinaries hearing,, and being queſtioned 
what hopes he had of Salvation, and on what foun- 
dation the ſame were grounded, he made fuch judi- 
cious anſwers, in a diſtinct difference of true Faith 
and Repentance from the falſe, as the Ordinary 
was well ſatisfied with the ſame, and doth verily be- 


eve, that his endeavours with him-were bleſfed,to - 


bring him as. a Convert to God. 

As for Mary. Augur, ſhe was very weak in bo- 
dy, not able to come on-the. Lords day in the af- 
ternoon into the Chappel ; but the Ordinary ſeve- 
ral times attended her in her Chamber, and gave 
her many ſerious Exhortations : but her condition,
